IN VIRGINIA, DANVILLE POST

In all the land no American Legion 
Post has had a more patriotic back- 
ground ' for Us organization 
efforts 


than that "of Danville, Virginia. Fav- 
ored above most American cities by 
being located In a «cctlo n where the 
Anglo-Saxon strain is purest. Us pop- 
ulace contains practically no aliens. 
Such citizen* of foreign birth as are 
located here are naturalized almost 
without exception. As a consequence 
Of this condition a patriotic fervor 
pervaded Danville almost from the 
day war was declared on Germany — 
in fact, it Is recorded that on that 
very day Certain youthful citizens 
voluntarily entered the military serv- 
ice and in the immediately following 
weeks, scores hastened 
to affiliate 


with local National Guard units, of 
whL-ti there were three with tota. 
enlistments of 424. Enthusiasm was 
not limited lo those of military age, 
or the stronger sex. The whole town 
responded. Its allotment of the First 
Liberty Loan was oversubscribed b> 
thousands of dollars, and in the drive 
that followed Danville never failed 
of its quota.

when' their names were called, and 
we assert that few cities of the coun-

It is tak- 
ing needless chances to keep such 
papers around the home where flre or 
thieves may destroy or where they 
may be mislaid. 
Bonds come in two 


forms, coupon and registered. Coupon 
bonds change ownership by delivery. 
Whoever has the bond may cut off the 
coupon and cash it. 
More care must 


be taken of coupon bonds than of any 
other kind. Registered bonds have no 
coupons. 
Checks for the interest are 


mailed to the registered holders on 
interest 
days 
by 
the 
corporation. 


There is not so much danger of los- 
ing a registered bond because it can 
be replaced although this involves a 
certain amount of red tape. 
It may 


be asked then why not always buy 
registered bonds. The answer is that 
because of the time and formality to 
transfer 
ownership 
the 
registered 


bond as a rule brings a little lower 
price in the market. 
It is sometimes 


desirable to dispose of a bond prompt- 
ly and that is easier with a coupon 
than with a registered bond-
